Cold Weather Hits Truck Crops, 
Some Deciduous Fruits; 26-Degree 
Low Is Recorded Last Saturday Night 


“Unusual” cold weather of the past severai nights has resulted 
in damage to truck crops and some deciduous fruits in the south- 
eastern Tulare county area, according to reports by farmers. 

Considerable loss has occurred in early tomatoes under hot 
caps, and almond and plum buds were hit. Asparagus, that was just 
coming on when the cold spell began, has been held down by the 
weather. It is not believed that peaches are damaged to any extent 
since buds were not far enough developed to be hurt. 

There are reports of some Valencia orange loss in the Lindsay 
area, however, oranges are not believed to be generally hurt. 

A complete survey of damage is now being made by Gordon 
Swang, agricultural inspector at Porterville, and by other inspectors 
in the county. 

Night and early-morning temperatures have been below 32 de- 
grees six times in the past two weeks, with a low of 26 degrees 
reached last Saturday, according to figures from the Daybell station 
in Porterville. 

Dry-farmed grain and range feed has also suffered from the cold 
snap. since growth is retarded and ground dried out. Rain is badly | 
needed now as far as these crops are concerned.

The seeding by air is not a new 
idea, range lands have been seed- 
ed in this manner for quite some 
time, however, when Claud Fran- 
kum chose this method to seed his 
valley ranch to alfalfa, I believe 
it was the first time this crop has 
been so planted in our area.

Period Of Cold 
Required To Break 
Buds’ Rest Period 


By John H. Foott 
Farm Advisor 


Deciduous. fruits require a 
period of cold hours to break their 
rest period. Fairly soon after 
buds form on a tree a condition 
develops in them that prevents 


weather during the late summer 
is ideal for growth. These buds 
then are said to be in the rest 
period. 


After leaf falls these buds begin 
to emerge from their rest and will 
emerge more rapidly, if ; winter 
temperatures are low enough (41° 
F. or lower) for a long period of 
time. Some species of fruit re- 
quire more hours of cold than 
others. 

The mild winter we now are 
having will have an effect on 
some species and varieties within 
each specie. The effect can be in 
the order of delayed foliation and 
bloom with some bud drop.

IN CALIFORNIA 
(From Calcot News) 


Gross income to California’s 


farmers in 1952 has been estimat- 
ed at $2,862, 890,000, up 26 mil- 
lion from the 1951 figure despite 
price declines on most products. 

For the seventh consecutive 
year the income figure has ex- 
ceeded the $2 billion mark, with 
1952 setting another new record 
high! California agriculture, con- 
tinuing in the lead, is expected to 
top all other states by an ever 
greater figure than in past years. 
; Cotton, the state’s leading cash 
lcrop since’ 1947, continued to 
rank No. 1 in 1952 despite a de- 
‘cline of some 2 million dollars in 
value compared with 1951. The 
estimated value of last year’s lint 
, and seed production was placed at 
/$376,670,000, and accounted for 
38% of the total value of all 
field crop production.
